London, March 1.—It is officially announced that Laclysmith 


has been relieved. The war office has received the following dis- 
patch from General Buller: 


"Lyttleton's Headquarters, March 1.—9:05 Morning.—Gen- 


eral Dundonald, with the Natal carbineers and a composite regi- 
mcnt, entered Ladysmith last night. 


"The 
country between me and Ladysmith is reported clear of 


the enemy. I am moving on Nelthorpe." 


The news of the relief of Ladvsmith was received with much 


more enthusiasm than any previous event of the war. Flaps 
were immediately hoisted on a number of hotels and other build- 
inns and General Buller's success was everywhere received with 
the heartiest satisfaction. The lord mayor of London immedi- 
ately telegraphed his conqratulations to Generals White and Bul- 
ler. 
When the queen received the news, at Windsor castle the 


bells on the curfew tower of the castle were rung in honor of the 
event.
